1. ARGENTINA: LABOR SEEKS POLITICAL RESTRUCTURING 

ORGANIZED LABOR LEADERSHIP, WITH THE SUPPORT OF ANTI- 
LOPEZ REGA PERONISTS, REACHED AGREEMENT JULY L4 THAT 
SOLUTION TO THE CURRENT NATIONAL CRISIS REQUIRES: 

-COMPLETE RESTRUCTURING OF THE JUSTICIALIST PARTY 
AND THE PERONIST MOVEMENT; 

-COMPLETE REORGANIZATION OF THE COUNTRY'S POLITICAL 
AND SOCIAL FORCES, INCLUDING THE REESTABLISHMENT OF 
CONSENSUS POLITICS WITH THE FULL PARTICIPATION OF 
ALL POLITICAL PARTIES, THE BUSINESS SECTOR, AND THE 
ARMED FORCES; 

-A GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL UNITY HEADED BY A 
SECRET 
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COALITION CABINET IN WHICH LABOR WOULD PLAY A PRE- 
EMINENT ROLE. 

LABOR S DEMANDS WERE CONVEYED TO CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES 
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PRESIDENT LASTIRI, WHO WAS NOT CONCILIATORY. IN AN 
OBVIOUS REFERENCE TO ANTICIPATED LOANS FROM US BANKS, 

LASTIRI ALLEGEDLY TOLD THE LABOR REPRESENTATIVES THEY 
SHOULD TREAD SOFTLY AS THE GOA WILL VERY SHORTLY HAVE 
SUFFICIENT FUNDS TO RIDE OUT THE ECONOMIC CRISIS. 

EMBASSY COMMENT: THE LABOR LEADERSHIP WILL BE SUC- 
CESSFUL IN FORCING A RESTRUCTURING OF THE JUSTICIALIST 
PARTY BUT NOT IN OBTAINING THE PRE-EMINENCE IT IS 
SEEKING, SINCE THE LEADERSHIP ITSELF IS SERIOUSLY 
DIVIDED FOLLOWING THE RECENT POWER PLAY AGAINST MRS. 
PERON. MOST DISTURBING FROM THE US VIEWPOINT IS 
LASTIRI’S INTERJECTION OF US LOANS INTO DOMESTIC POLI-

2. EGYPTIANS LIST DEMANDS FOR UNEF RENEWAL 

IN TALKS WITH REPORTERS AND UN DIPLOMATS JULY 16, EGYPT-

FOR RENEWAL OF THE UNEF MANDATE. THE UN SECURITY 
COUNCIL MUST:

MENT OF A RESUMPTION DATE FOR THE GENEVA CONFERENCE

EMBASSY ALGIERS CAUTIONS AGAINST ANY US INTERMEDIARY

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ROLE IN THE SPANISH SAHARA AND WARNS THAT US EFFORTS TO 
PLAY SUCH A ROLE COULD LEAVE US "BETWEEN THE DOG AND 
THE LAMP POST." THE EMBASSY BELIEVES: 

-THE ATTITUDES OF THE FOUR PARTIES INVOLVED ARE 
NOT YET CLEAR; AND 

-EVIDENCE OF A MOROCCAN-ALGERIAN DEAL IS STILL 
INCONCLUSIVE. 

EMBASSY MADRID REPORTS THAT THE GOS BELIEVES THERE IS
